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Lorado  Taft  in 
Masterful  Talk 
Delights  Crowd 


Tamous  Sculptor,  In  a  Pleasing  and 
Instmctivo  Vein,  Entertains  Large 
Audience  With  Lecture  on  His  Work 
— Demonstrates  Modeling. 


Frosli  Question  to 
Be  Settled  Friday 


Lorado  l?a£t  camo  to  the  College  last 
Wednesday  with  the  reputation  of  a. 
foremost  American  sculptor.  Ho  re¬ 
mained  hero  five  hours,  two  of  which 
were  spent  lecturing.  He  left  behind 
him  in  the  minds  of  the  seven  hund¬ 
red  persons  who  comprised  his  audi¬ 
ence  a  reputation  of  being  ono  of  the 
most  entertaining  and  instructive  lec¬ 
turers  th.at  has  over  appeared  in  the 
College  auditorium. 

Many  of  the  crowd  wore  at  first 
sceptical  of  any  sculptor’s  ability  to 
entertain  them.  But  Taft,  iii  a  master¬ 
ful  manner,  sooii  dispelled  this  doubt 
and  in  a  few  minutes  had  completely 
won  his  audience.  Although  ho  has 
given  this  lecture  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  times,  it  was  alive  with  hum- 
•  or,  full  of  spontaneity,  and  had  all  the 
earmarks  of  being  an  impromptu,  in¬ 
formal  talk. 

“From  the  beginning,”  ho  said 
"sculpture  has  been  associated  with 
ideals — beauty,  grace,  prowess,  courage, 
statesmanship,  divinity.  It  is  a  costly 
art  because  of  the  materials  used,  mar¬ 
ble,  and  bronze,  so  that  only  the  most 
important  features  of  life  are  depict¬ 
ed.  Egyptian  sculpture  was  grotesque', 
but  it  personified  the  highest  Egypt¬ 
ian  deities,  and  imitated  human  feat¬ 
ures  with  astonishing  portraiture.  In 
Greek  sculpture  the  grotesque  has  no 
place.  They  chose  the  beautiful  and 
graoofl,  combining  it  with  their  own 
natural  gift  and  adaptability  of  mind. 
All  through  history  people  have  os- 
prosseJ  themselves  and  their  ideals  in 
art.  The  sculptor  represents,  the  beauty 
of  form,  of  which  the  world  is  full. 
The  human  form  is  especially  beautiful. 
Michael  Angelo  has  said,  ‘Learn  your 
anatomy  thoroughly  and'  then  forget 

■  it.’  ” 

Mr.  Taft  then  turned  to  the  clay 

■  models,  in  order  to  dcmonsti’.ate  tlio 
various  divisions  of  his  work.  Ho  used 
a  skull,,  to  show  proportion  qnd  a  mus¬ 
cular  mask,  to  phow  the  muscles,  which 
control  expression.  In  order  to  illus¬ 
trate  the  effect  of  various  lines  which 
produce  expression,  ho  used  a  largo 
head  of  the  Princess  of  Lambollo.  By 
a  few’  skillful  strokes  in  the  plastic 
clay  of  this  face,  he  changed  it  from 
ono  of  beauty  into  ono  of  misery  and 
then  to  one  of  old  age.  The  results 
obtained  from  changing  ono  feature  to 
another  was  entertaining  to  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

Following  this,  ho  demonstrated  ,the 
process  by  which  a  plaster  cast  is  made 
from  a  clay  model,  and  explained  each 
stop  in  working  out  figures  from 
plastic  clay  until  they  are  cast  in 
.  bronze  .or  marble. 

While  domonsti’ating,  ho  talked  con¬ 
tinuously  and  his  lecture  was  humor¬ 
ous  as  w’oll  as  instructive.  Some  of  his 
serious  statements  were:  “Find  out 
what  you  are  good  for  and  do  it  -with 
a  right  good  will;’,’  "The  eye  is  vastly 
important;  it  is  the  window  of  the 
soul;”  "The  impressions  of  our  lives 
we  leave  behind;”  and  in  speaking  of 
the  foreigner  ho  said.  "Immigrants 
need  our  oncouragomont;  wo  need  their 
idealism.” 

He  was  accompanied  by  a  young  man 
from  his  Chicago  studio.  Ho  moulded  a 
face  while  Mr.  Taft  talked. 

Mr.  Taft  left  iinihediately  .after  his 
lecture  for  Capo  Girardeau  where  ho 
lectured  the  following  night. 


Toting  on  the  proposed  amendment 
to  the  constitution,  giving  freshmen 
equal  representation  on  thb  Student 
Council,  will  take  place  this  Friday.

At  this  con¬ 
test  Stone  will  compote  against  ropre- 
aentaljives  from  the  other  teachers’ 
colleges  of  the  state. 

The  winner  of  the  state  contest  will 
represent  Missouri  in  the  inter-state 
oratorical  contest  to  bo  held  in  April. 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  Missouri 
and  lo-wa  will  participate  in  this  con¬ 
test.  The  time  and  place  for  this  con¬ 
test  has  not  been  set.  Last  year  it  was 
hold  at  Cape  Girardeau  and  a  girl  from 
Supoi^ior,  Wisconsin,  carried  away  .first 
prize.  ' 

David  Nicholson  was  the  other  con¬ 
testant  for.  this  honor  last  Wednesday, 
lie  spoke  on  the  "Now’  Society”  and 
Stone  gave  his,  talk  on  "The  World 
State.” 

Mr.  Wallin,  tlio  faculty  oratorical  ad¬ 
visor,  introduced  the  tw’o.  contestants. 
Ho -said  that  no  greater  honor  could 
come  to  any  student  than  to  represent 
its  college  in  an  oratorical  contest. 
"The  outstanding  benefit  to  bo  receiv¬ 
ed  from  a  contest  of  this  kind  is  that 
it  is  character  building  and  mind  build¬ 
ing,”  said -Mr,  WalUn.

"A  World  State”  .

"If  w’c  trace  tlio  dovolopinont  of  our 
nation  from  a  few’  scattered  colonies, 
through  tlio  period  of  loose  organiza¬ 
tion  under  the  Articles  of  Confedor- 
atio?i,  to  our  strongly  centralized  gov¬ 
ernment  of  today,  w’c  find  that  tlio 
groW’th  of  nationalism  w’as  parollel  by 
the  gradual  deslVuction  of  isolation 
and  the  grow’th  of  interdopondonco, 
Tlio  same  forces,  w’hich  at  length 
caused  our  states  to  construct  and  ac¬ 
cept  a  strong  central  government,  have 
bc'eu  operating  in  the  world  at  largo 
and  w-ill  ultimately  force  the  nations 
of  the  w'orld  into  a  recognition  of 
their  Remands.  The  world  of  today  is 
in  such  a  state  of  interdependence  that 
it  can  no  longer  advance  but  as  a 
■unit.  Health,  commerce,  science,  social 
relations,  and  the  distribution  of  nat¬ 
ural  resodreos  are  a  few  of-  the  many 
world  probolms  that  are  now  demanding 
international  co-oporajtiqn  and  control. 
Then  the  increasing  dostructiveneas 
and  intolorabloness  of  w’ar.  waged  with 
the  now  powers  of  scioneo,  makes  ab¬ 
solute  and  imporritivo  the  need  for  uni¬ 
fication  of  the  forces  of  humanity  in 
some  type  of  world  government.

WASHINGTON  WAS  HUMAN 

George  Washingtoii  has  for  a  long 
time  been  idealized  as  tho  “Pathor  of 
His  Country,’’  and  .justly  so.  However, 
ho  can  well  bo  viewed  in  another 
light;  he  was  human;  he  was  a  man 
who  langhod,  worked,  and  worried;  in 
fact,  ho  'tvas  like  the  rest  of  us — but 
.with  tho  dlfforenco  of  groatnoss. 

His  early  life,  spent  in  the  open  air 
and  in  taking  vigorous  exorcisps  gave 
him  groatnoss  in  physical  and  mental 
strength.'  Tho  influence  of  this  out¬ 
door  life,  part  of  which  ho  spent  alone 
in  the  woods,  made  him  different  from 
his  follows.  Ho  was  somotimos  soli¬ 
tary;  inclined  to  roticonco;  and  in  a 
crisis  as  firm  ns  n  rock.  All  of  those 
tilings  aided  in  dovoloping  groatnoas 
of  character. 

Washington  was  not  a  man,  who  hold 
himself  aloof  from  othoTS.  This  shows 
his  democratic  spirit,  through  which  ho 
was  able  to  influonco  others. 

„  Washington  was  not  a  radical,  hut 
■when  tho  Ilovolutionary  War  broke  out 
ho  nnswerod  tho  call  of  his  country. 
His  actions  during  tho  wax  strikingly 
brought  out  his  moral,  physical,  mental 
and  religious  greatness. 

John  H,  Ingham  has 'written  the  fol¬ 
lowing  tribute  'to  him: 

“This  was  the  man  God  gavq  us  wbeta 
the  hour 

Proclaimed  the  da'wn  of  liberty  begun; 
Who  dared  a  deed  and  died  when  it 
was  done. 

Patient  in  triumph,  temperate  in  power. 
No  striving  like  the  Corsicqn  to  tower. 
To. heaven,  nor  like  great  Philip’s 
greater  son  \ 

To  win  the  world  and  weep/ for  worlds 
unwop; 

Or  lose  the  star  to  revel  in  the  flower,

Of  Life  in  India 


3tlr.  Bond,  Who  Us  Now  “Bopresentlng 
the  Bthndaid  till  Company  In  India, 
iDescrlbos'  Indian  Schools  on  Visit 
aieto. 


Orlo  Bond,  a  fonuor  student  of  tho 
■Oolicgo,  who  i'ecen.1.ly  .rojiurned  on\  a 
vncction  from  India,  spoilt  tho  wcolc- 
ond  in  Maryville  at  .tho  homo  of  Eii- 
goue  Yolilo.  Ho  is  omployod  iii''Jndi.a 
hy  tho  Standard  Oil  Oo.,  of  Now  York. 

Mr.  Bond  visited  the  College  while 
here,  ;rcnewing  old  faculty  acfj.uaint- 
anocs.  In  speaking  of  ednontinn  in 
India  lie  stated  that  tho  great  Mo¬ 
hammedan  population  maintained  pri¬ 
vate  siSiools  whore  tlie  study  of  the 
Koran  (Biblo)  is  mainly  stiossed.  Oth¬ 
er  cduowtion  facilities  are  made  -.pos- 
, Bible  by  the  missions  of  which  are 
•mainly  Cuiliolio,  although  some  Lutlier- 
,an3  and  other  dcnbmlnations  are 
^ound. 

Outside  the  Mohammedan  sehools.  all 
education  is  municipal.  Higher  educa- 
tiion  is  maintained  in  the  Indian  uni¬ 
versities  wliieli  are  scattered  over  tho 
.country.  According  to  Mr.  Bond,  only 
a- very  small  percent  of  tho  people  ever 
receive  any  education  and  few  can 
write.  As  a  result  of  this  condition, 
writers  are  found  in  largo  numbers  in 
the  bazaars,  wlio  act  as  stenographers 
for  the  many  unable  to  write. 

'  In  speaking  about  tlie  Mohammedan 
echools,  Mr.  Bond  remarked  tlmt  his 
attention  was  alw.ays  attracted  by  tho 

jabbering,  .all  at  once^*  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  their  foreign  language,  while 
sitting  in  a  group  on  short  benches. 

One  queer  thing  in  India  ns  told 
by  Mr.  Bond,  is  the  “caste”,  which  is 
the  main  thing  in  the  lives  of  the  nat¬ 
ives  who  are  hoth  Hindu  .and  Moham¬ 
medan.  The  natives  are  born  into  their 
caste  and  if  lie  enters  another  caste 
oven  higher  than  his  own,  he  is  no 
longer- recognized,  by  his  own  people. 

“The  natives  in  general,  are  nice  to 
de.al  with’’  added  Mr.  Bond,  “and  I 
like  to  live  there  very  much.’’  He  will 
sail  again  for  India  on  April  Ist,  ar¬ 
riving  in  India  on  .about  the  first  of 
May.  The  trip,  which  takes  a  month  is 
a  very  pleasant  onij.  according  to  M'c. 
Bond,  who  has  made  the  trip  several 
times.

Mr.  Rogers  is  offering  Principles  of 
Advertising  and  Business  Law  111, 
each  of  which  are  only  offered  once  a 
year.  He  will  a'so  teach  Bosincss  Cor¬ 
respondence.  likewise  offered  only 
once  during  tho  school  year.  This  course 
deals'  with  the  various  typos  of  busi¬ 
ness  letters  and  letter  writing.  It  is 
jiow  a  required  course  in  .  all  of  the 
universities  and  standard  schools  of 
business.  A  class  in  Penmanship  Meth¬ 
ods  will  also  bp  taught  by  Mr.  Rogers. 


Biology 

Tho  course  in  Natiire  Study  to  bo 
offored  in  tho  spring  and  summer 
terms  will  take  on  some  profitable 
features  of  scientific  and  buraan  in¬ 
terest.  A  group  of  thirty  laboratory 
exorcises  has  been  organized  that  will 
offer  first  hand  acquaintance  with 
many  types  of  study.  A  group  of  ton 
illustrated  lectures  and  field  trips 
will  bo  given  by  tho  instructor.  The 
other  work  will  he  in  tho  nature  ^ 
library  readings  and  reports  from  a 
variety  of  nature'  books,  several  of 
them  newly  acquired  by  the  library. 

Tho  knowledge  and  interpretation  of 
nature  offers  .  not  only  tho  best  of 
scientific  training  and  teaching  equip¬ 
ment  but  an  oxhileration  to  tho  every¬ 
day  pursuits  of  life. 

An  analysis  of  tho  enrollment  for 
last  term  shows  that  there  was  an  av¬ 
erage  of  about  twenty  in  non-labora¬ 
tory  and  .about  ton  in  laboratory  cours¬ 
es.  There  are  some, logical  reasons  for 
this.  Tho  general  required  courses  are 
largely  non-laboratory.  Tho  conflict 
in  scliodule  is  greater  for  a  double 
period  laboratory. 

There  are  liowovor  some  possible  il¬ 
logical  reasons,  and  those  statements 
are  made  with  tho  purpose  of  sotting 
students  right  in  their  attitude  toward 
laboratory  work.  Some  say  laboratory 
work  takes  too  much  time,  but  two  per¬ 
iods  in  tho  laboratory  are  equal  to  a 
recitation  witli  its  preparation  period. 
Some  say  tlioy  would  rather  road  than 
reason  or  observe.  But  what  about 
tho  pormauouco  of  tho  result?  Educa¬ 
tional  methods  are  socking  at  every 
turn  to  make  instruction  more  concrete 
in  full  knowledge  that  such  is  best. 
'r)io  laboratory  offers  concrete  in¬ 
struction,  Thoro  uro  those  who  find  it 
difficult  to  cram  tho  knowledge  found 
on  tho  .printed  pago,*  Tho  laborator.v 
offers  much  relief  by  its  methods  of 
doing  and  ohsorviug.  Tho  laboratory 
trains  in  the  proforablo  doduetivo 
method  of  reasoning.  If  trains  in  con¬ 
sistency  of  time  and  attention,  and 
■  in  tho  art  of  meeting  real  situatioiis 
and  drawing  logical  conclusions. 

If  tho  nbpvo.  viewpoints  uro  correct, 
there  sliould  bo  a  larger  percontugo  on 
irollmont  in  laboratory  courses.
